The project site consists of a 6.1acre parcel with a 160-slip full service marina located along the eastern
shore of Hyannis Inner Harbor. A deep Federal Channel is located west of the site, which serves
commercial and recreational marine traffic, functions, and activities.

It is proposed to improvement dredge 8,200 cu yds. of fine-grained sediment from Hyannis Inner Harbor,
place steel sheet pile at the toe of an existing revetment, and to construct a power wash collection
system. The improvement dredging will take place in conjunction with previously permitted maintenance
dredging. The dredging will be performed by mechanical methods, placed on barges and transported to
the previously approved dewatering site at the marina. After the material is dewatered it will be trucked
to one or more of the following disposal sites: 1) 8 & J Exco, Inc., Dennis a wood reclamation plant
where it will be used for daily cover. 2) Robert Childs, Inc., 169 Great Western Road, 3. Dennis
previously approved for beneficial use under DEP Transmittal no. 41005187, 3) Town of Barnstabie Rifle
Range, West Barnstable where it will be used to construct berms. 4) Edward Kurker, Kearsarge Ave.
Craigville Beach Road where it will be used as fill and relegated. The purpose of the proposed dredging
is to provide continued access to navigable waters for recreational and commercial marine use.
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
